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Wc alto suggest that you urge the Chinese authorities to detail publicly how they will 
eniorce the October 10 declaration banning ihe export or products made by prison labor. 

The last point we would like to see addressed is the issue of China's continuing unfair 
trade practices. We applaud the Administration's action taken earlier this month under 
Section 301 of the 1974 Trade Act against Chinese import barriers. Wc urge you to convey 
to the Chine** government that if it should fail to negotiate easing its barriers against 
American products, the U.S. Congress is likely to demand the imposition of meaningful 
sanctions. China's estimated $12 billion trade surplus with the U.S. this year alone can be 
attributed in large measure to China's deliberate policy of adniinistratively restricting 
foreign imports.
